The reply filed on 1/26/09 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or niatter(s): Sec 
37CFR1.111. 

Applicant's election of Group V, claims 9, 11-12 and 18 is noted. 

However, the election of "celiac disease, a disease associated with the occurrence of celiac disease, or a disease caused by a decreased 
level of proline specific proteases in a patient's body" does not clearly correspond to the claim designated language which states "a 
celiac disease linked disorder like autoimmune disorder selected from the group consisting of...". Therefore, the "elected specie" in 
the response filed 1/26/2009 does not correspond to the species listed in the restriction requirement based on the specific conditions 
or disorders listed in the claims. 

Applicant's argument is that claim 9 recites a psychiatric disorder or a celiac disease linked disorder and that both alternatives should 
be considered. In response, it is noted that both alternatives were considered and that the species election requirement made by the 
examiner (see office action dated 1 1/24/2008, page 5, 1 st paragraph, in particular) contains all of the species encompassed by both 
psychiatric disorder and a celiac disease linked disorder recited as Markush groups. Therefore, applicant is required to elect ONE 
single condition for examination on the merits, whether it is from the group of psychiatric disorder or from the group of a celiac 
disease linked disorder. It is also emphasized that the claim 9 is directed specifically to "a celiac disease linked disorder like 
autoimmune disorder", and not "a celiac disease linked disorder". 

Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the 
mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
